As noted above, on 10 October, 2001, Petitioner requested a corrected filing receipt as to the 
filing date, requesting that the application be accorded a filing date of 22 December, 2000, and 
that a corrected filing receipt issue so stating. 

A review of the application papers reveals that the application in fact was filed and received in the 
Office on 22 December 2000, and that the date-stamped (22 December, 2000) copy of the receipt 
card filed by Petitioner and evidencing that filing date recites as received, inter alia: "Transmittal . 
. . Specification (17 pages); Claims (6 pages); & Abstract (1 page); . . . Drawings (5 sheets) " 

An intermediate processing error appears to have improperly changed the application filing date 
from 22 December, 2000, to 12 March, 2001. Therefore, the petition is granted according a filing 
date of 22 December, 2000. 

The application as filed on 22 December, 2000, will be considered by the primary examiner in due 
course .
